Common Sense Exercises. 


Do simple setting up exercises, es- 


pecially rotary abdominal exercises 
for flve or ten miuutob every morning, 
advises Cleveland Moffot in McClure's 
Magazine. 
Form the habit of doing 


abdominal exercises or musclts teus- 
Ing and flexing exercises at odd tunes 
through the day. 
You can do these 


anywhere without attracting atten- 
tion. 


Walk three or four miles a day and 


form the huljit ol breathing deeply 
nnd rhythmically through the nose as 
you walk—so many strides (usually 
five or six) to the outgoing breath, 
then the same number of strides to 
the incoming breath. Do this rhytli- 
mlcul breathing occasionally us you 
feel like it, und moid making this or 
any other part of jour plau irksome 
or monotonous. 
Do thohf things be-
